The people 
were lukewarm, at the best fatalistically 
convinced of the necessity.

Claims as Set Forth 
in Official Statements. 


Without doubt, should Italy Intervene 
she will present to the world her diplo- 
matic brief in @ purple or red or two- 
colored book, and she will detail init with 
more or less accuracy and minuteness the 
steps of the diplomatic discussion with 
Austria and Germany during the last 
eight months. There will be found in it 
much concerning the claims of these “na- 
tional aspirations,’"’ much about Italy’s 
‘natural frontiers, and the rights of Italy 
to realize at this auspicious moment her 
long dream of complete nationality, and 
so on. All of which means in few words 
territorial concessions wrung from her 
recent ally, her ancient foe, in the latter’s 
extremity. 

The Italian book, whatever its color may 
be, will not satisfy those neutral idealists 
who. would beifeve that great nations 
should have some better ground for mak- 
ing war on each other than a greed—or 
“necessity’’—for territory. The basis for 
all this somewhat sophisticated and sor- 
did diplomacy may be studied in ‘‘ The 
Rights of Italy to Trieste and Istria,"’ in

Enthusiasm of People | 
Has a Deeper Basis. 


The right to Trieste and Istria and the 
Dalmation coast is not what the tanned 
and boyish conscripts are thinking of as 
they leave their families and friends 
at the railroad stations all over Italy and 
begin the journey to the north. It ie not 
that which made the young soldier at 
Subiaco yesterday lean from the window 
of the departing train and shout with all 
the strength of his spirit, ‘“ Viva Italia!” 
Nor what the children and womenand old 
men in the flelds were thinking as they 
waved their capsin reply. It was not be- 
cause their soldiers were setting forth on 
@ predatory excursion after Austrian 
lande. Thank God, the little people who 
fight the wars are not moved by these 
fine diplomatic considerations that form 
the basis of “ negotiations.” 

It was an emotion more profound, more 
obscure, more noble, that moved those 
mountain folk at Sublaco, an emotion that. 
has made Italy restless under her neces- 
sary restraint of neutrality these lest nine 
months, that is turning her today towards 
a bloody and costly war, perhaps towards 
national humiliation. 

It would be difficult to resolve this popu- 
lar emotion into all its real elements. Init 
is a sense of nationality—of pride and 
glory in a country loved as few countries 
have been loved by their children; alsoa, 
very real sense of an abiding danger in 
their position in Europe. 

But ebove all there is in it a feeling of 
kinship with the allied powers, which 
made it absolutely impossible for this na- 
tion to ive up to the terms of its false alli- 
ance with Austria and Germany when the 
crisis came last August—en alliance with 
secret conditions which was foisted onthe 
country by its government for political 
reasons and has never represented the 
real desires of the people.

King Could Not Continue | 
Pretense of Neutrality. 

The kaiser may well storm at the treach- 
ery of Italy in disregarding this particular 
ecrap of paper. No alliance of a purely 
political character entered into secretly 
by diplomats will ever stand the test of 
modern democratic societies. The king 
of Italy and his government, no matter 
how much they may have desired to per- 
from their treaty obligations with Austria 
and Germany last summer, knew that | 
they would do so at the coat of an internal 
revolution.

And in this underlying con- 
sciousness of national necessity one must 
sympathize with Italy in its crisis, how- 
ever much one might wish that for her 
immediate safety the risk could be avoid- 
ed. The risk for Italy is perhaps greater 
than even for France—the risk of isola- 
tion, of loss, of possible annihilation. 
She has raised herself from the dust 
among modern nations with a magnificent 
spirit, with tremendous sacrifices and pov- 
crty, and was beginning to enjoy a dawn 
of prosperity when. this cosmic whirlwind 
struck. B 

Even with success to her arms, with ap- 
preciable territorial gains and the satis~ 
faction of those ancient aspirations, never- 
theless Italy must stagger for years under 
the financial burden already incurred.

Says Poor Business Manage- 
ment of Woman Chief 
Loses Million.

Will Play to Aid 


William Rethmann told the members | 


of the ways and means committee of the 
Chicago Association of Commerce yester- , 
day at the Hotel La Salle that the deficit | 
an the school board has been caused by . 
' the poor business management of Supt. | 
Wa Flagg Young. He blamed also the, 
majority of the board of education of a| 
year ago, which he said made a point to 
pass practically every recommendation 
made by the superintendent, no matter 
what embarrassment to the board might 
follow. 

The raise in the salaries of teachers was 
given by Mr. Rothmann as the principal 
cause for the present deficit. He said 
$1,000,000 of the $1,250,000 deficit would 
have been saved if the board had not ap- 
proved of the recommendation to raise the 
salaries of teachers. 

“Insistence of Superintendent.” 

‘There was a considerable minority,” 
he said, “ which objected strenuously to 
the increase of the salaries on the ground 
that the board did not have the money. 
The raises were given at the urgent in- 
sistence and solicitation of the superin- 
tendent. The minority pointed out that 
the increase could not be paid this year 
unless there was a considerable increase 
in the revenue. ; 

*‘ Every member know this, but many 
deluded themselves*with the idea that we 
would have a great increase in revenue 
instead of the decrease which we actually 
have. The increase cost us $500,000 last 
year and $500,000 more this year, thus 
accounting for $1,000,000 of the deficit. 
The so-called Loeb investigating commit- 
tee has put into operation economies 
which have saved $250,000. 


Average to Room Slumps. 

“ There is a rule of the board which re- 
quires a minimum of forty-five pupils in 
each room. We found that the number 
was dwindling, either by accident or de- 
sign, until last year there was an average 
of only forty-two pupils to each room. 
If the fule were obeyed there would be 
an approximate saving of $450,000. 

* These matters, which come under the 
direct supervision of ‘he superintendent, 
show a lack of proper business manage- 
ment. It is the general rule among public 
officials that if there is something they 
want and they have no money, they ought 
to borrow the money. The board is try- 
ing to cut down its expenditures to meet 
its probable revenue. That procedure is 
so startling that we have subjected our- 
selves to a storm of criticism. 

“~ We have been told to go out and bor- 
ro ~ on the theory that we can pay it 
back. If we do borrow this year we shall 
have to borrow more next year, and it 

will not be long before we get to the point 
where the city will expend in 1915 the 
taxes that are to be paid in 1916.”"

The 
berries may be cooked the night before, 
strained and heated up with sugar in the 
morning.

Chicago is $3,211,550 behind in its 
building operations this year, if a com- 
parison with last year's figures te takes 


‘as a basis of judgment. 


Butiding Commissioner Ericsson yester- 
day received a report showing the build- 
ing permits taken out during the first 
five months of 1915, and a comparison with 
the same period for 1914 showed the loss 
presented by that figure. Much of the 
decrease the commissioner ascribed to 
the advance warnings of labor troubles 
now existing. 

“Last year,” he eald, “ there were no 
labor difficulties, except the brick strike, 
but this year it has been generally under- 
stood for some time was to be one of 
disagreement between the employés and 
the building trades. It is largely because
